Law Apparently Would Provide Only Four 
Months’ Protection — Expires in 
June Next Year.

| JEFFERSON CITY, July 10— 
The State Rent Control Act, to 
become effective on expiration of 


|federal rent controls on Feb. 29, 
| 1948, or whenever federal law per- 
mits state rent regulations to su- 
persede federal controls, was 
signed late yesterday afternoon 
by Gov. Donnelly. 

The act apparently will be ef- 
fective for only four months after 
present federal controls termi- 
nate, as the measure contains a 
provision that it shall expire on 


President Truman said today that 
he would veto the new Republican 
four-billion-dollar income tax re- 
duction bill. 

Truman made this statement to 
a press conference shortly before 
the Senate began consideration of 
the legislation already passed 
overwhelmingly by the House. 

The President said he didn’t see 
why there should be any change 
in his attitude, as it is the same 
tax Measure as the one he vetoed 
before, except for a different ef- 
fective date. 

Truman first disclosed his . de- 
cision on the tax bill which would 
become effective Jan. 1, to Sena- 
tor Barkley of Kentucky, the Sen- 
ate Democratic leader. 

Barkley, telling reporters then 
of fhe decision, was asked what 
his attitude would be when the 
bill comes up on the Senate floor. 

“Tm op to it,” Barkley 
said, adding he would fight it on 
the floor. 

Then he said Truman was op- 
posed to it and would “veto it.” 

Asked if a second veto could be 
sustained in the Senate, Barkley 
gaid “I hope so.” 

The measure was approved, 10-3, 
by the Senate Finance Committee 
yesterday. 

Drive to Override Veto. 

Truman's announcement spurred 
congressional supporters of the bill 
to an intensified drive to override 
his forthcoming rejection. 

“It's the first time I ever knew 
a President to veto a bill in ad- 
vance,” Chairman Millikin (Rep.), 
Colorado, of the Finance Commit- 
tee, said as he called the bill up 
in the Senate. He told reporters 
he was surprised at Truman's 
“prejudgment” of the issue. 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
Republican whip, when told of the 
veto announcement, said: “Well, 


June 30, 1948. 

This expiration date was fixed 
when the Legislature passed the 
act last May, at a time when it 
was not certain that Congress 


yond last June 30. The Legisla- 
ture may amend the expiration 
date, if desired, when it recon- 
venes next January. 

Gov. Donnelly planned to con- 
fer here today with James M. 
Robertson of Kansas City, fed- 
eral area rent director, on pro- 
visions of the federal law ap- 
proved last week by President 
Truman, extending controls from 
last June 30 to Feb. 29, 1948. 

The Governor has taken no ac- 
tion so far on appointment of 
local rent contro] advisory boards, 
under the federal extension act, 
pending a study of that‘ act and 
the conference with Robertson. 
Such boards are to be appointed, 
it was said, for the 14 existing 
federal rent control areas in Mig- 
souri, including St. Louis.

Two construction laborers were 
in satisfactory condition at Homer

The men, 
both Negroes, were digging a 
trench for a sewer in Fergusion 
Fields, a new subdivision in 
Berkeley City. 

James Shears, 46 years old, 
2316 O'Fallon street, was buried 
on his back for five and one-half 
hours. He suffered shock and a 
possible fracture of the pelvis. 

Archie Luss, 32, of 3023 Thomas 
street, was freed after he had 
been imprisoned up to his neck 
for three and one-half hours. He 
suffered contusions and abra- 
sions. 

Both men were taken to St. 
Louis” County Hospital before 
they were transferred to Phillips 
Hospital. 

Air Pocket Formed. 

About 2:30 p.m. yesterday, the 
walls of the trench in which the 
men were working broke through 
wooden shoring and caved in, cov- 
ering the men with earth. Shears 
was pinned on his back under 
many tons of earth. An air pock- 
et in which he could breathe was 
formed under the earth when 
pieces of the shoring made a 
small protecting arch above his 
face. 

Workmen hurriedly sank sev- 
eral pipes to give Shears addi- 
tional air, placed boards in the 
trench to prevent additional earth 
from falling on the men if an- 
other cave-in occurred, and began 
to free Luss, who was lying on 
his stomach. His head was not 
covered, 

Spurred on by Shears’s agon- 
ized cries, carried up through the 
air pipes, the workmen dug fever- 
ishly. They were assisted by a 
crew of men and a steam shovel

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Atom Bomb Size 
_ Indefinitely, 


Can’t Increase 
Scientist Asserts 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
A War Department scientist said 
today it may be possible to make 
atom bombs more than twice as 
powerful as the one which burst 
over Nagasaki—but that there are 
practical reasons why the size 
cannot be increased indefinitely. 

Dr. R. E. Lapp, a member of 
the Bikini test staff, set forth his 
views in a paper prepared for a 
recent meeting of the American 
Medical Society. The War De- 
partment made it public today. 

Lapp cited the fact that the 
Nagasaki-type bombs used so far 
involved the rapid bringing to- 
gether of two “subcritical masses” 
of fissionable materia], which on 
contact produced an instantane- 
ous release of energy in the form 
of an explosion. 

He reasoned that to build big- 
ger bombs, more than two such 
subcritical masses would have to 
be brought together, a matter 
“easier said than done.” 

“Furthermore,” he wrote, “there 
is no guarantee that when one 
successfully detonates such an im- 


proveg atom bomb it will have the 


same efficiency per pound of plu- 
tonium as obtained with a smaller 
bomb. In view of the scarcity of 
this man-made element, it must 
be carefully rationed in peace and 
war. 

“These two factors, which are 
obvious to any nuclear physicist, 
might alone limit the ultimate 
feasible size for atom bombs but 
there is another even more con- 
vincing reason why plutonium 
bombs may not be progressively 
increased in destructive power. 
This reason, simply stated, is that 
one 20,000-ton high explosive blast 
(this has been the officially ex- 
pressed equivalent for the power 
of the bombs exploded so far) does 
not do as much direct damage as 
two 10,000-ton explosions. This 
rule holds trhe for all explosives.” 

Lapp said there was “absolutely 
no mysterious mechanism in the 
bomb that one can detonate pre- 
maturely by radio waves, ultro- 
sonics or other means.”

SENATE. APPROVES 
ARMS UNITY PLAN 
AND HOUSE MOVES 
FOR EARLY ACTION 


Halleck Urges Lower 
Chamber Passage of 
Measure Backed by 
Truman, and Subcom- 
mittee Begins Work. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
A Senate-approved plan to unify 
the Army, Navy and Air Forces 
under a civilian secretary of na- 
tiorial security arrived in the 
House today bearing the “must” 
stamp of the Republican leader- 
ship. 

Chairman Hoffman (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, of a House expenditures sub- 
committee called his group  to- 
gether this morning to discuss the 
terms of a‘ bill of its own to ac- 


complish the same purpose, 

The subcommittee is not expect- 
ed to reach agreement immediate- 
ly, but leading House Republicans 
said the version which will be ap- 
proved in the end will follow close- 
ly the measure which passed the 
Senate by voice vote late yester- 
day. : 

Majority Leader Halleck of In- 
diana has made it plain that the 
unification bill, which President 
Truman has urged repeatedly, 
must be dealt with before adjourn- 
ment late this month. 

The Senate gave overwhelming 
approval to the plan after less 
than two sessions of much milder 
debate than greeted the original 
“merger” proposal in Congress 
three years ago. 

Chairman Gurney of the Armed 
Services Committee said the 
would eliminate waste and dupli- 
cation which‘came to light during 
World Wars I and II. 

Both Sides of Aisle for It. 

Both Democratic and Republi- 
can supporters lined up with 
speeches. terming:, the plan neces- 
sary to national defense in a 
world where terrifying new weap- 
ons pose a constant threat of blitz 
warfare. 

Senator Robertson (Rep.), Wyo- 
ming, a last-ditch foe, spent parts 
of two days delivering a 75-page 
opposition speech. He accused 
the Army’s general staff of lean- 
ing toward the pattern of the 
“Prussian general staff” in de- 
feated Germany. He had prepared 
11 amendments to tone down the 
bill recommended by the Armed 
Services Committee, but sought a 
vote on only three. All were 
shouted down. 

Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, a World War II Marine 
officer, offered an amendment to 
prevent shifting control of Marine 
corps or naval aviation. The 
amendment lost, 52 to 19, on the 
only roll call vote after Gurney 
said the-bill already assured con- 
tinuance of the Marine and fleet 
air arms.

PRAGUE, July 10 (AP)—Czech- 
oslovakia tonight withdrew its ac- 
ceptance of the invitation to the 
European economic conference in 
Paris on the ground that partici- 
pation might be construed as an 


action against the Soviet Unigqn. 

The Government informed the 
British, French and United States 
embassies in Prague that Czecho- 
slovakia could not “under our 
situation” accept the British- 
French invitation to discuss the 
Marshall aid-to-Europe proposals. 
Czechoslovakia had stated three 
days ago that it would be repre- 
sented. 

The withdrawal was reported 
reliably to have been the result of 
telephoned instructions from 
Communist Premier Klement 
Gottwald, who is in Moscow for 
talks with Prime Minister Stalin. 

The cabinet had gone _ into 
hasty special session after the 
call, informants close to the Gov- 
ernment said. 

(The United Press quoted “a 
high American source” in Paris as 
saying that the Paris conference 
would be “the last chance” for any 
European state to apply for Amer- 
ican aid. The nations of Europe, 
he said, “must realize that this is 
a last call and that if they stay 
outside now they will have to stay 
outside for good.” 

(He deprecated the use of a slo- 
gan, “peacetime lend-lease,” in 
connection with the Marshall plan, 
and bluntly asserted that the Unit- 
ed States “naturally” would have 
to impose some sort of conditions 
on loans to European nations.)

WASHINGTON, July 10 —'*More 
than half of the land in the en- 
tire 20-state Mississippi valley has 
been seriously eroded over the 
years by rainwaters and floods, 
Hugh H. Bennett, chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service of the 
Department of Agriculture, esti- 
mated today in an interview with 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Stressing the need for adequate 
soil conservation measures. to 
turn the dangerous tide of relent- 
less erosion, Bennett said care- 
ful surveys have indicated that 
42 per cent of the huge Missis- 
sippi valley area, or 334,000,000 
acres of arable land, has been 
“seriously” eroded, and that 16

per cent, embracing 130,000,000 
acres, has been “severely” eroded. 
The total thus is 58 per cent. 

Of the latter 130,000,000 acres, 
about half, or 65,000,000 have been 
utterly ruined for future cultiva- 
tion, he said. 

He pointed out that the recent 
Midwest floods washed away soil 
sufficient to cover 325,000 aeres to 
a six-inch depth, estimated in 
money value at $283,000,000, but 
quickly added: “You really can't 
place an estimate on the loss of 
rich topsoil in such floods. How 
can anyone put a monetary value 
on the soil which gives of food, 
clothing and other essentials of 
our very existence?”

TRUMAN BACKING 
OF MVA CAUSES 
COMMITTEE STIR 


Hurry Call Sent Out to 
Round Up Visiting Gov-

WASHINGTON, July 10—Presi- 
dent Truman’s announcement in 
favor of a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity at his press conference today 
had the effect of a bombshell 
when word of it reached a Senate 
subcommittee considering argu- 
ments in favor of increased ‘appro- 
priations to carry out the Pick- 
Sloan plan for the Missouri basin. 

The Governors of Montana, 
Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska had 
completed their testimony and 
were preparing to leave Washing- 
ton, Senator Overton (Dem.), 
Louisiana, implacable foe of the 
regional authority approach to 
dealing with river valley prob- 
lems, sent ou ta hurry call to 
round them up, 

Only Gov. Val Peterson of Ne- 
braska was available to answer 
the summons. The testimony of 
others was interrupted to return 
him to the stand as a witness that 
“only a handful” of the people of 
the Missouri basin want an MVA. 

Alded by Leading Question. 

Overton, in his effort to dis- 
count the effect of the President's 
announcement, was assisted by 
leading questions put to Gov. Pe- 
terson by Senator Gurney (Rep.), 
South Dakota, subcommittee 
chairman, and by Senators Wherry 
(Rep.), Nebraska, and Reed 
(Rep.), Kansas, 

Overton, manifestly proud of his 
accomplishment last year as chair- 
man of two Senate subcommittees 
which conducted hearings on the 
MVA bill and returned reports de- 
nouncing it, started by saying that 
that if he had made any contri- 
bution to the solution of flood 
control and navigation on inland 
rivers it had been in the Missouri 
valley, rather than in the lower 
Mississippi. 

He recalled that a few years ago 
there had been the Sloan plan and 
the Pick plan for the Missouri and 
that there were some differences 
between them.

Moderate Drinking: Two Highballs 


Before Breakfast 


CHICAGO, July 10 (UP)—Mod- 
erate drinking consists of a cock- 
tail or two a day, but not before 
breakfast, a medical consultant 
said today. 

The consultant was “called in” 
by the Journal of the American 
Medical Association to answer a 
doctor’s question. The doctor 
wanted to know how many drinks 
a moderate drinker could drink 
and still stay moderate. 

The consultant, who was uni- 
dentified, cited a report by the 
late Dr. Raymond Pearl of Johns 
Hopkins Medical School, who said 
that moderate drinkers live as 
long as abstainers. 

The consultant said: also: 

“For the average, so-called 
healthy adult, on a good diet, two 


cocktails or highballs a day would 


by most informed people be con- 
sidered ‘taking alcohol in modera- 
tion,’ particujarly if not taken on 
an empty stomach before the 
morning breakfast, and if taken 
shortly before, during or shortly 
after the evening meal. 

“But taken under identical con- 
ditions and rate, this quantity of 
falcohol would produce much high- 
er blood alcohol in a _ person 
weighing 100 pounds than in a 
person weighing 200 pounds.”

WASHINGTON, July 10—Presi- 
dent Truman insisted today that 
he always had been for the Mur- 
ray bill to establish a Missouri 
Valley Authority. He asserted 
that he would actively press for 
its enactment. 

The Murray bill, the President 
told his press conference, is the 
best way to meet the problems of 


the Missouri valley. When a 
Post-Dispatch reporter indicated 
that his past support had not 
been active, the President quickly 
replied that he had come out for 
the MVA plan at least a dozen 
times. 

He asked whether the reporter 
wanted him to put it down in 
writing and hand it to him. The 
reporter remarked that some per- 
sons were not perspaded that he 
had always been fer the Murray 
bill. The President demanded to 
know who they were, The re- 
porter replied that they were’ in® 
the MVA group. 

Senator Murray, the President 
said, was in to see him just the 
other day and he had told Murray 
to keep on pushing his bill. 

“Does that mean wou will ac- 
tively support it?” the reporter 
inquired. 

The President said that, of 
course, he would: it was the only 
measure of its sort before the 
Congress, 

Colloquy With Reporter. | 

The colloquy between the Pres!- 
dent and the reporter’ started 
when the reporter noted that the 
President had conferred this week 
with Chairman Gordon Clapp of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
Lt. Gen. Raymond A. Wheeler, 
chief of Army Engineers, and 
Gen. Lewis A, Pick, division en- 
gineer for the Missouri River. 

“Will you tell us,” the reporter 
asked, “what plans you have for 
contro! and use of the rivers, pare 
ticularly in the Missouri Valley?” 

The President replied that he 
had always been for a Missouri 
Valley Authority but that the 
White House conference had dis- 
cussed an over-all flood control 
plan to include also the Des 
Moines, the Mississippi and Ohie 
rivers, 

The reporter specifically asked 
whether the President was for the 
Murray bill to create a Missouri 
Valley Authority. It was then that 
the President replied that, of 
course, he was; that he had said 
so at least a dozen times. 

Reason for Question. 

The reason for the reporter’s 
respectful doubt was that when 
Senator James E. Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, introduced one of his 
MVA bills, Truman, then Vice 
President, referred the measure to 
the hostile Commerce Committee 
instead of the more friendly Agri- 
culture Committee. Previously, in 
his vice-presidential campaign, he 
had indorsed the general idea of 
an MVA. Later, while Vice Presi- 
dent, he told a CIO group visiting 
him that he was for a “practical, 
common-sense approach” to the 
problem, 

He met with the CIO group in 
March, 1946. As a practical poli- 
tician, he predicted that the Mur- 
ray bill would not be approved by 
Congress that year. He pointed 
out that a co-ordinated water con- 
trol program was needed to get 
the votes of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of the upper and lower 
Mississippi as well as those from 
the Missouri Valley states. He 
said that the Missouri Valley pro- 
gram was so big that it had to be 
done gradually. He emphasized 
that, while the urray bill could 
not be passed in 1945, it should 
be re-introduced in the next Con- 
gress. 

The President's specific indorse 
ment of the Murray bill today in- 
creased interest in the Missouri 
Valley conference that will be 
held here Thursday and Friday of 
next. week, There is virtually no 
chance for the Murray bill this 
session, but the recent flood dam- 
age has obviously impressed the 
President and other political lead-

Murray’s Reaction. 
The President’s statement

“The theory is that the employ- 
ers and employes should be able 
to make any contract they want 
to in free collective bargaining,” 
Taft said. “Whatever the employ- 
er and employe want to agree it 
is all right with me. I don’t think 
it is in any way a violation of the 
law.” Vv : 
Minor Item, Says Taft. 

Taft told reporters there may 
have been a violation in the pro- 
vision for fee collections, but said 
this “is only a minor item.” He 
added: 

“As far as the employer is con- 

cerned, it is up to him to protect 
himself when he makes a contract. 
They are free to make any con- 
tract they wish to make.” 
_ Hartley had contended that only 
union dues may be withheld from 
workers’ pay checks and that in 
going beyond that field “the oper- 
ators agreed to pay money for 
an illegal reason.” 

Lashing out, too, at the provi- 
sion that the miners need work 
only when “able and willing” to 
do so; Hartley said the law meant 
for labor unions “to become re- 
s™onsible organizations.” 

“In my opinion,” he declared, 
“this agreement clearly reflects 
collusion between the mine opera- 
tors and the UMW with the inten- 
tion of violating the iaw.” 

Hartley said the operators who 
signed could be charged under the 
act and, if convicted, would face 
a $10,000 fine and one year in 
prison 
No Action Possible Against Lewis. 

He added that no action could 
be taken against Lewis, because 
the law forbids payment of 
money, except for withheld dues, 
to “representatives of employes” 
but says nothing abofit the em- 
ployes’ representatives accepting 
it 


While there was no official ad- 
ministration reaction to Hartley’s 
speech, it appeared highly unlike- 
ly that the government would risk 
a fresh coal strike by trying to 
break the contract through legal 
action. 

However, concern over the pos- 
sible economic impact of the 44%- 
cent basic hourly wage increase 
was evident both within the ad- 
ministration and Congress. 


Wage-Price Spiral. 

Senator Flanders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, a member of the Senate- 
House committee on the economic 
report, told a reporter the new 
contract terms “will most certain- 
ly touch off a new wage-price 
spiral unless other labor leaders 
refuse to follow suit.” 


Flanders was skeptical 
other unions holding back. 


“We are dealing with human na- 
ture,” he said. “They (union lead- 
ers) will have to uphold their repu- 
tations by getting more money for 
their workers.” 

Senator Myers (Dem.), Penn- 
sylvania, disagreed on this point. 
He said he did not believe the 
Lewis contract would “touch off 
the powder keg.” 

“I am very hopeful.” Myers said, 
“that workers generally will be 
satisfied with the wage increases 
they already have obtained.” 

About 90 per cent of the soft 
coal industry has now formally 
agreed to Lewis's terms. South- 
erners capitulated and signed the 
contract yesterday.

in Autumn Expected.

LONDON, July 10 (AP)—Prin- 
cess Elizabeth proudly displayed 
her tall and handsome fiance, Lt. 
Philip Mountbatten, to 6000 Brit- 
ish society leaders at a damp 
garden party at Buckingham Pal- 
ace today. 

It was the first public appear- 
ance of the future queen and con- 
sort since the announcement of 
their engagement. . 
beth and the younger sister, Prin- 
cess Margaret Rose, beamed in the 
background in apparent delight 
while Elizabeth and Philip at- 
tracted practically the entire in- 
terest. Guests swished through 
wet grass to see the young pair. 

Bowing to garden party eti- 
quette, Elizabeth wore gloves 
which hid the engagement ring of 
three diamonds set in platinum 
which the former Greek prince 
placed on her third finger.’ Rain 
which threatened to force cancel- 
lation of the party halted just be- 
fore the guests arrived. 

Best wishes came during the 
day from all over the world, 

“We are very, very happy,” she 
told a friend as she leafed through 
congratulatory messages in Buck- 
ingham Palace, where her hand- 
some blond fiance also was in 
residence, 

Outside the vast gray palace, 
a crowd that: swelled to more 
than 2000 stood in steady rain for 
a glimpse of “Princess Lilybet” 
when she left with her family for 
a Westminster Abbey ceremony. 

Hurrahs and shouts of “good 
luck” rang out as the royal fam- 
ily left in a limousine for the 
abbey. The slender, blue-eyed 
Elizabeth, sitting beside Princess 
Margaret, smiled happily and 
waved acknowledgment. 

Renewed cheers arose from an- 
other raincoated crowd in front 
of the 900-year-old abbey, where 
King George unveiled a new me- 
morial chapel to the flyers who 
saved the country from invasion 
in the battle of Britain. 

Lt. Mountbatten, on 14-day 
leave from his naval  establish- 
ment in Wiltshire, did not accom- 
pany the royal family. A small 
crowd stayed in front of the pal- 
ace hoping to see him and the 
Princess appear later on the bal- 
cony. 

Date to Be Set Soon. 

The announcement last night of 
the royal engagement and specu- 
lation over plans for the wedding 
—the date for which is to be set 
within a few days—temporarily 
stole the spotlight from interna- 
tional politics and domestic eco- 
nomic problems. 

After the ceremony honoring 
the R.A.F., Elizabeth and Philip 
lunched with the King and Queen 
at the palace. Later Philip and 
Elizabeth called on Elizabeth’s 
grandmother, Queen Mother Mary, 
at her residence in Marlborough 
House. 

The general belief was that the 
2l-year-old heiress apparent to 
the throne would wed this autumn 
—probably in October—at West- 
minster Abbey. 

The impression appeared to be 
growing that the ceremony—in 
deference to the grave economic 
ills confronting the nation—would 
be a comparatively austere af- 
fair. 

This view was reflected by the 
London Daily Graphic, which said 
that “the magnificent traditional 
pomp .and circumstance”  sur- 
rounding such affairs probably 
would “give place to plans felt 
to be more in keeping with the 
times.” 

The engagement was announced 
in a court circular released for 
publication at 12:30 a.m. 

Among the first to send felicita- 
tions were the prime ministers of 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa. 

Press Enthusiastic. 

The British press—with fhe 
sole exception of the Communist 
Daily Worker—enthusiastically ac- 
claimed Elizabeth’s betrothal to 
the handsome, blond former 
Prince of Greece who renounced 
his royal titles last March to be-* 
come a British citizen. 

The Times noted with satisfac- 
tion that Mountbatten, a distant 
cousin of King George VI and a 
nephew of Lord Mountbatten, 
Viceroy of Indja, “comes of the 
male line of one of the oldest 
dynasties of Europe.” 

“The pleasure of the people will 
be the greater,” the Times added, 
“because it is apparent that there 
can be no motive but the impulse 
of their own hearts to bring this

The Princess herself was sepa- 
rated from her husband-to-be on 
her engagement night, dancing at 
a private coming-out party at Aps- 
ley House—once the home of the 
Duke of Wellington of Waterloo 
fame—until almost 2 a.m, 


Mountbatten had spent the aft- 
ernoon with the royal family at 
Buckingham Palace, but did not 
attend’ the dance. The British 
Press Association explained his 
absence from the affair by say- 
ing that “the appearance of the 
couple in public could have led 
to demonstrations which might 
have cauged the betrothal to be- 
come known before the time 
agreed upon by those concerned.”

The 26-year-old former Prince 
dined with the King and appar- 
ently sat up with his future fa- 
ther-in-law waiting for the Prin- 
cess to return.

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
President Truman said at his 
press conference today that he 
has no thought at this time of 
calling Congress back into special 
session next fall to consider Euro- 
pean aid legislation. He said, 
however, that if the necessity 
arises he will take whatever steps 
are necessary. 

He said he had no intention “of 
sending a special message to Con- 
gress on Secretary of State Mar- 
shall’s plan. He cannot make rec- 
ommendations until after’ the 
Paris conference on the “self- 
help” proposal, he expjained. 

The Paris conference opens Sat- 
urday at the call of Britain and 
France, with attendance by at 
least 15 of the 22 nations invited 
already assured. The session will 
consider Secretary of State Mar- 
shall’s proposal that Europe work 
out a self-help program of re- 
hapilitation and then advise the 
United States what additional 
help may be needed. 

Truman said the Marshall] plan 
may come up in his scheduled 
meeting Monday with House and 
Senate leaders, although he said 
the meeting was not called for 
that purpose.

Minister Attlee announced today 
that Britain had agreed to name 
a governor general for each new 
dominion in divided British In- 
dia. 

They will be Mohamed Ali Jin- 
nah, leader of the Moslem League 
for Pakistan, and Viscount Mount- 
batten, the present viceroy, for 
the predominantry Hindu domin- 
ion of India (Hindustan). 

Attlee told the House of Com- 
mons during a debate on the bill 
granting British India dominion 
status by Aug. 15 that it was 
hoped that the 500-odd_= Indian 


princely stutes, now outside both 
dominions, would join one or the 
other of the new states. 

He said the Labor Government 
had hoped to appoint Mountbatten 
governor general of both Pakistan 
and India, but had yielded to de- 
mands of the Moslem League for 
a separate representative to the 
King, thereby making Jinnah the 
first Indian ever accorded that 
distinction. 

Attlee suid the Congress party 
(predominantly . Hindu) recom- 
mended Mountbatten and had 
agreed with the Moslem League 
that he be chairman of a joint 
defense council to act until the 
armed forces are divided. 

Although Britain has promised 
to sever all ties with British India 
by next June—if the Indians in-

Slaughter of Missouri asserted to- 
day “a scandal] threatens the great 
office of the President of the 
United States, and will inevitably 
become an issue in the campaigns 
which will be waged next year.” 

In an address before the Public 
Affairs Forum of the Tulsa Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Slaughter, who 
was defeated for renomination in 
the 1846 Missouri Democratic pri- 
mary by a Truman-indorsed can- 
didate, expressed his conviction 
that “the President is personally 
an honest and honorable man.” 


Then he added, “however, like 
Grant and Harding. he has been 
misied by false friends, and has 
likewise been the victim of his 
own impetuosity.” 

(President Truman was asked 
ata press conference at Washing- 
ton whether he had heard about 
Slaughter’s remarks. He replied 
that all he knew was what he 
learned from a memorandum sent 
in to him by a reporter. He said 
he considered the source of the 
speech, and then added it did not 
worry him any.) 

Slaughter assailed the Pender- 
gast Democratic organization of 
Kansas City, asserting it “finally 
fell of its own weight” but “like 
the phoenix, it managed to arise 
from the ashes—helped, in part, 
by a friendly national adminis- 
tration.” 

Cites “Effrontery.” 

“Its present importance,” he as- 
Serted, “lies not in its current 
strength, which is considerably 
diminished, but rather in the ef- 
frontery with which it seeks to 
trade upon the prestige of the 
Presidency of the United States. 
It brags of the fact that the Pres- 
ident of the United States is a 
dues-paying member, and proudly 
frames his checks for annual 
dues. It continues, on its letter- 
head, to list the President of the 
United States as the vice president 
of that organization.” 

Of President Truman's inter- 
vention in the 1946 Missouri Demo- 
cratic primary, Slaughter said: 

“Earlier | mentioned the im- 
petuosity of the President, which 
has sometimes gotten him into 
trouble. Certainly that was the 
case on the morning of July 18, 
1946, when he told the representa- 
tives from every metropolitan pa- 
per of any size in the. United 
States that he had ‘asked my old 
friend, Jim Pendergast, to help.'” 

‘Partnership Admission.’ 

That request, Slaughter said, 
Was “the public admission of a 
partnership that has brought the 
presidency into disrepute and 
which, at the same time, has cer- 
tainly adversely affected the poli- 
tical fortunes of the man who 
Made the admission.” 

Slaughter continued: 

“The joint venure of Mesers. 
Truman and Pendergast proceed- 
ed according to schedule and was 
apparentiy successful. Postmaster 
General Hannegan applauded the 
Tesults achieved.

Letdown of Hoax 


Man Finds One Smoking in Flower Garden 
— Navy Tells How Balloon Device 
Records Wind’ Velocity. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (UP)— 
Practical jokers continued to have 
a high time with “flying saucers” 
today. Meantime, the Navy in- 
formed the more serious minded 
“eyewitnesses” that they had seen 
only weather observation devices. 


It cost the Navy $25 to assure 
itself. Lt. Rell Zelle Moore, naval 
air gtation aerology officer, 
launched a “ray winds” device at 
Atlanta, Ga. As the helium-filled 
balloon carrying a tin-foil screen 
soared over Stone Mountain, calls 
poured into Atlanta newspapers 
reporting “flying disks.” 

The 4 by 10 foot screen looked 
like a round aluminum disk at a 
high altitude. 

Lt. Comdr. Thomas H. Rentz, 
one of the officers taking part in 
the demonstration, explained that 
the “ray winds”—or tinfoil screens 
—are carried by the balloons until 
they reach an altitude of .25,000 
feet. The tinfoil is stretched on 


crossbars of light wood on the 
same principal of a box kite. 
The balloons burst, Rentz con- 
tinued, and the silver screens are 
caught in the wind and sail along 
at speeds up to 165 miles an hour. 


The screens are used to reflect 
radar rays and determine the ve- 


locity of the wind at varying alti- 
tudes, Rentz said, 

In North Hollywood, Calif., how- 
ever, Russell Long, construction 
engineer, found a 25-inch metal 
disk flashing and smoking in his 
flower garden and excitedly called 
the fire department. “It looks 
like someone went to a great deal 
of trouble for a joke,” said Bat- 
talion Chief Wallace E. Newcombe 
of the Los Angeles fire depart- 
ment.

BUDGET ESTIMATE 
OF $9,010,000

“I once more urge the Congress 
that this issue be met promptly, 
with the same courage and fore- 
sight shown by the President in 
his indorsement of the MVA bill.” 

Cooke Pleased. 

Cooke said: “President Tru- 
mhn’s wholehearted indorsement 
of the Murray bill for creation of 
an MVA will encourage all friends 
of conservation who hold that the 
successful example of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority can be 
adapted to check the tragic ero- 
sion of material and human re- 
sources in other river valleys of 
the nation.

The agency can continue to 
make effective progress- with this 
budget, he said, but it would be 
far more economical in the long 
run to accelerate the pace of 
erosion prevention, since the 
country is still allowing land to 
go to ruin at the alarming rate 
of 500,000 acres a year, 

To do an adequate, “ideal” job, 
$40,000,000 should be spent for the 
Mississippi valley states alone, 
this fiscal year, he said. He point- 
ed out that this is an area of 
875,000,000 acres, ‘which includes 
the Missouri river valley and 
takes in these states: Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, Indiaria, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Montana, North and 
South Dakota, Wyoming, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, Oklahoma and 
Colorado. 

20-Year Conservation Plan. 


Discussing a comprehensive 20- 
year plan for nation-wide soil con- 
servation which he recently out- 
lined at a congressional hearing, 
Bennett declared: “Basic conser- 
vation work could be applied to 
all of the land by 1970, From 
then on, the total remaining job 
would become primarily one of 
maintaining the work already laid 
out, which would be easier and @ 
great deal cheaper. 

“It is recognized,” he contin- 
ued, “that planning ahead is good 
business. In the case of this 
‘country’s irreplaceable productive 
lands, there is reason for serious 
consideration now, ahead of time, 
of a schedule covering the years 
ahead which would lead the na- 
tion to the permanent protection 
of its productive lands before 
they have suffered irreparable 
damage. 


“Assuming, for example, that by | 


July 1, 1950, the proper staff could 
be assembled and trained, and 
equipment purchased, the stage 
would b set foraatremendous con- 
servation effort from 1950 to 1970. 
This is entirely possible. 
the meantime, much could be ac- 
complished, not only in the prep- 
aration and training of techni- 
cians for the finish fight on ero- 
sion, but in real conservation prog- 
ress on the land. 

“We've made some rough esti- 
mates of the costs involved in car- 
rying out a 20-year schedule of 
soil conservation, designed to com- 
plete the basic work of safeguard- 
ing our productive lands. The 
over-all cost, which is a tentative 
estimate, would be $1,400,000,000, 
apportioned as follows: $350,000,000 
for the five-year period 1950-55, 
$400,000,000 in the next five years, 
$375,000,000 the following five 
years, and $275,000,000 in the final 
period of five years.” 

It is not sufficiently realized, 
Bennett asserted, that erosion can 
be as deadly as the atomic bomb. 

“Productive land is the only 
natural resource under human 
contro] without which people can- 


not prosper or even live,” he gaid. 


“Nearly all of our organic re-

ent on it for most of our clothing; 
for all of our wood supplies, paper, 
wool, cotton, leather and other 
necessities. 

“What most of us have failed to 
see or understand for so long is 
that every rain falling on unpro- 
tected ground washes vast quan- 
tities of irreplaceable soil down- 
slope into the rivers, Canals, res- 
ervoirs and harbors of the world, 
and finally into the oceans. Ev- 
ery strong wind sweeping across 
bare, dry soil, level or sloping, 
carries away huge additional] quan- 
tities of soil, 

“Left behind, in the wake of 
this destructive process, is ex- 
posed, unproductve subsoil, wastes 
of gullies, useless sand dunes and 
sometimes nothing but rock, bared 
by* erosion. We cannot get ade- 
quate food or clothing from such 
depleted resources. 

“This undoubtedly is the last 
chance we shall have to save our- 
selves. Ahd this final chance is 
to make up our minds now to go 
ahead as rapidly as possible with 
a truly effective program of soil 
and water conservation—the type 
of program that will give perma- 
nent stability and permanent pro- 
ductivity to what is left of our 
good land.” 

Co-operation With Farmers. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
is doing the best job it can with 
its. limited funds and personnel, 
Bennett continued. In the Missis- 
sippi valley, for example, there are 
1126 soil conservation districts 
covering 491 million acres and two 
and one-half million farms, and 
the number of such farmer-organ- 
ized districts, which obtain tech- 
nical assistance from the federal 
agency in soil conservation, is 
steadily increasing. 

Bennett explained that the s0- 
called soil conservation districts 
are local units of Government 
operating under state laws. They 
are established and operated by 
farmers in the community to pro- 
tect farm and ranch lands from 
erosion, to conserve rainfall, and 
to improve productivity. 

Each district, through its elect- 
ed supervisors, furnishes varying 
amount of aid to the individual 
member-farmers, Bennett said. 
The work of each farmer on his 
own land fits into a district-wide 
lan of conservation. The Soil 
Sonpervation Service supplies each 
district with trained technicians 
who work where and when the 
district supervisors direct. The 


within the over-all national secur- 
ity organization. 

They are: 

A national war council headed 
by the new Secretary of National 
Security and composed of the 
civilian and professional chiefs 
of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force departments. 

The joint chief of staff com- 
posed of the military and Navy 
leaders of the three armed Serv- 
ices. They would direct strategic 
policy but would not have actual 
command authority. 

A munitions board composed 
of the under or assistant secre- 
taries of the three departments

A national research and de- 
velopmént board which would 
push plans for scientific or 
“push button warfare,” including 
atomic development and other 
weapons, It would succeed the 
wartime office of scientific re- 
search and development. 

Directly Under President. 

In addition to the three depart- 
ments and four agencies under 
the secretary of national ‘security, 
three other agencies would be cre- 
ated to report directly to the 
President. They are: 

A national security council 
composed of the secretaries of 
national security, state, army 
navy and air. It is to co-ordi- 
nate all foreign, domestic, and 
military policies at top level in 
the interests of national de- 
fense. These functions were 
carried on by the state-war-navy 
co-ordinating committtee during 
the recent war. 

A national security tesources 
board, to be appointed by the 
President, which is to plan the 
overall military, civilian and in- 
dustrial mobilization during 
peace and take over: these 
actual operations in case of war. 

A central intelligence agency 
which is to obtain and co-ordi- 
nate all information necessary 

for shaping foreign and military 
policies. 

As a concession to Navy and 
Marine interests, the Senate bill 
definitely provides that functions 
and size of the Marine Corps and 
naval avaition shall not be dimin- 
ished, This was the reply to 
contentions that the Army wanted 
to swallow the Marines while the 
Army Air Forces planned to strip 
away the Navy’s air arm.

Poland and Yugoslavia rejected 
conference bids last night. The 
Polish action was announced after 
a four-hour cabinet meeting in 
Warsaw. Yugoslavia’s negative 
reply followed several days of gov- 
ernment discussions. 

In its* official rejection, Yugo- 
slavia complained it had not been 
consulted before the invitations 
were sent. It added that it already 
had made long-term agreements 
with numerous countrjes and done 
much toward reconstruction with 
its own means and that. “there- 
fore we cannot accept a program 
which would hamper the revival" 
of ecoonmic life, . 

Some Making Own Plans. 


Indications were that some blocs 
of countries would .come to the 
conference with theif own plans 
to supplement the tentative agenda 
proposed by Britain and France. 

Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg representatives at 
The Hague yesterday agreed on a 
joint plan. 

A well-informed Belgian source 
said the Low Countries would call 
for abolition of bilateral trade 
treaties and payments between 
European nations, 

These countries were expected 
to cite their customs union, Bene- 
lux, as a pattern for Europe, The 
treaty setting up the union con- 
tains a clause allowing any other 
nation to join it. 

The Norwegian, 
Danish foreign ministers, after 
meeting in Copenhagen yesterday, 
announced formulation of a com- 
mon attitude to be maintained at 
the conference, 

They said they had discussed the 
relation of the proposed commit- 
tees to existing international or- 
ganizations. This led to the belief 
that they might emphasize the po- 
tentialities of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe, 
sitting in Geneva, 

The Soviet news agency Tass, 
in a Paris dispatch broadcast by 
the Moscow radio, said the Paris 
meeting followed a British-French 
plan to split Europe into blocs and 
thus serve the interests of “cer- 
tain American circles striving to 
place European countries under 


their control with the aid of in- 


| definite promises concerning cred- 


its.” 

Tass accused British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin and 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault of being instruments of 
an American plan to isolate the 
Soviet Union. 

The dispatch, published promi- 
nently by all central Soviet news- 
papers, was the plainest speaking 
vet bv the Soviet press in connec- 
tion with United States Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall’s 
proposal for economic aid to Ew 
rope. 

“The entire preparation for the 
conference of July 12” said the 
article, “bears proof of a definite 
Anglo-French pian carried out by 
orders fiom Washington. 

“It is now perfectly clear that 
this plan is designed to use the 
Paris conference for creation of a 
western bloc and accomplish the 
division of Europe into two oppo- 
site groups of states.”

development and conservation, 

Peterson, although he indorsed 

the Pick-Sloan plan, emphasized 
that, to prevent floods in the Val- 
ley, we must control “the rain 
drop from the time it falls on the 
farm until it wends its way to the 
Gulf.” This is an argument that 
has been advanced also by pro- 
ponents of an MVA. 
Gov. Robert D. Blue of Iowa 
also gave “wholehearted” indorse- 
ment to the Pick-Sloan plan and 
said it was little short of miracu-

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)—

‘Navy Rirtield 
Sale at Profit 
Really a Loss 


Bought at $46,000, 
Sold at $47,000 
After Big Offer on 
Oil Prospect. 


By HAROLD L. ICKES

N April, 1942, the Navy decided 
Jenat it wanted an airfield in 

Oklahoma. It found a suitable 
site of 532 acres. The Navy took 
over the land and paid $46,000 for 
it. When the Navy declared the 
land surplus in October, 1945, it 
was turned over to the Depart- 
ment of Interior in November, 
1945. I resigned as Secretary on 
Feb. 15, 1946. The department sold 
the land for $47,000 in the spring 
of 1947 to the former owners. 

From these bare circumstances, 
it would appear that, for a happy 
change, the Federal Government 
actually made a profit on a sur- 
plus property deal, but that would 
be going too fast. 

The real fact is that the Federal 
Government, voluntarily or invol- 
untarily, dropped about. three 
quarters of a million dollars on the 
deal, 

Some eight months after the 
Navy took over the property, oil 
was discovered on adjacent land. 
Thereupon, the Navy Department 
received an offer of $250,000 cash, 
plus royalties that would probably 
amount to half a million more. 

This offer was from the Sinclair 
Refining Co. and was made in a 
letter to the late Frank Knox, then 
Secretary of the Navy, on Nov. 13, 
1943, Congressman Carl Vinson, 
chairman of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, was made aware 
of the offer about the same time. 

This was a non-competitive 
offer. It is‘ more than probable 
that, if the Navy ‘had been inter- 
ested in getting the best price pos- 
sible for the property, a better 
price might have been obtained. 
Competitive bids might have been 
invited, or the Navy might have 
operated the land as a naval re- 
serve. 

Came Up in Congress, 

Meanwhile, the question. of the 
disposal of the property became a 
controversial subject in the Con- 
gress. Various bills were intro- 
duced to authorize the sale of the 
property to its former owners at 
prices ranging up from $200,000. 
Twice, the Congress refused to 
pass legislation which would have 
permitted the former owners to 
‘buy back the land at prices less 
than the offers that the Navy had 
received. 

Thus, the Congress twice went 
on the record to the effect that it 
felt that the Federal Government 
should get, not what it had paid 
for the land, but what it was 
worth after the discovery of oil. 

The attempt to put special bills 
through the Congress was not re- 
newed after the passage of the 
Surplus Property Disposal] Act. 
This law, under which the land 
would be disposed of, provided 
that, if federal, state or local gov- 
ernment agencies did not want 
surplus land, then it should be 
sold to the former owners at the 
price the.Government paid for it, 
plus improvements, 

The Navy twice was asked by 
the Interior Department whether 
it did- not want to retain the field 
as a potential oil reserve. Both 
times the Navy rejected the sug- 
gestion. 

Although today the ink is 
scarcely dry on the. deed trans- 
ferring this airfield, the Navy has 
let out a loud wail about a serious 
shortage of oil. 

The Navy, if it had been alert, 
should have known long ago that, 
sooner or later, there would be a 
shortage. I would not have be- 
grudged the Navy the information 
that apparently it lacked. As a 
matter of fact, I have given warn- 
ing after warning to all who would 
listen, for several years, Of an in- 
evitable inability to satisfy our 
domestic demands for oi] from 
domestic sources, but perhaps the 
Navy prefers to pay higher prices 
for oil from Saudi Arabia than use 
oil that would have cost much

Called ‘Bad Move at a Bad Time’ 


Senators George and Hickenlooper Term It 
Premature — Action by Committee Un- 
likely at This Session of Congress.

ENATORS GEORGE (Dem.), Georgia, and Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa,:today branded as premature a proposal by 22 members of 
Congress that the United States take the lead in trying to put 


peace enforcement teeth into the United Nations Charter. 


George, a member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 


called the suggestion “a bad move 
at a bad time” and one that 
might bring dissolution of the 
United «Nations in a critical world 


period. 

Hickenlooper, who heads the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee and is a member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 
said it would mark the United 
Nations prematurely with having 
failed. He said that he wants to 
give the international organiza- 
tion more time to see if it can 
reach agreement on world atomic 
controls. 

Hatch for Stronger U.N. 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, also a Foreign Relations 
Committee member and a close 
friend of President Truman, said 
he will support any move to 
strengthen the United Nations. 

That is the avowed purpose of 
resolutions offered in different 
form by 12 Senators and 10 House 
members of both parties. Behind 
each of these proposals, however, 
is the obvious belief that if Rus- 
sia continues to block interna- 
tional agreement on atomic ener- 
gy and other world problems, the 
United States must act to align 
other nations in a new oOrganiza- 
tion. 

The 10 House members put it 
this way in a formal statement: 

“The sponsors believe that there 
is no surer way of determining 
whether the Soviet Union is bent 
on conquest than by learning 
whether she would be willing to 
go along with other nations in 
creating a United Nations which 
could guarantee her security.” 

Group’s Pro 1, 

Their: resolution. proposed that 
the United Nations be set up as 
a world government with legisla- 
tive, judicial and enforcement 
branches. 

The sponsoring ‘Congressmen 
were: Judd (Rep.), Minnesota; 
Hays (Dem.), Arkansas; William 
T. Byrne (Dem.), New York; Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), Tennessee; Rich- 
ards (Dem.), South Carolina; 
Mansfield (Dem.), Montana; 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota; 
Hale (Rep.), Maine; Muhlenberg 


(Rep.), Pennsylvania, and Nixon 
(Rep.), California. 

Senators Taylor (Dem.), Idaho, 
Chavez (Dem.), New Mexico, and 
Johnston (Dem.), South Carolina, 
introduced a similar proposal in 
the Senate. 

In an accompanying statement, 
Taylor said that the “Big Five” 
veto must be eliminated “in the 
area in which the world laws ap- 
ply. ” 

“This is the minimum price of 
peace,” he declared, “It must be 
paid.” 

A resolution offered by Senator 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, with 
the support of nine others, includ- 
ing Taylor, did not go that far. It 
called only for a charter revision 
session of the U.N. “to propose 
and adopt amendments and re- 
visions that will strengthen the 
United Nations as an instrument 
to prevent war and maintain 
world peace.” 

The opposition of George and 
Hickenlooper made it appear un- 
likely that proponents could obtain 
any speedy action from the For- 
eign Relations Committee on their 
proposals.

The Wrecking Crew 


If the Republican party wants the nation to 
believe that it has cut loose from the Old 
Guard’s apron strings, it should do something 
about certain committee chairmen in the House 
who have set themselves up as a wrecking crew 
for the supposedly bi-partisan foreign policy. 

While Russia moves relentlessly and with a 
single will to extend Communism, these hold- 
overs from the Mark Hanna era paralyze 
American efforts to halt the Soviet drive. 


Most Americans thought that when the House 
and Senate yoted by one-sided majorities to 
authorize $400,000,000 in aid for Greece and 
Turkey, the matter was settled. But not so. 
When an allocation of funds is authorized, the 
money still has to be appropriated by separate 
vote and the bill has to be approved by the ap- 
propriation committee. 

Approval is supposed to be a matter of course, 
but Representative John Taber, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee and star of 


the G.O.P. wrecking crew, takes a different view. 


While conditions in Greece deteriorate danger- 
ously day by day, Mr. Taber wages an inquisi- 
tion designed to show that Greece doesn’t need 
the money anyway. In effect he is exercising a 
veto over a measure which is the keystone of 
American foreign policy. 

Neither is he mollified by the fact that the 
program would be administered by Dwight 
Griswold, a former Republican Governor of 
Nebraska. 

While we are in the thick of a struggle of ideas, 
Chairman Taber refuses to provide funds for 
the battle. Secretary of State Marshall says 
that Mr. Taber, by refusing to provide adequate 
funds for the American information program 
abroad, is taking his army away from him. The 
Appropriations Committee cut the State Depart- 
ment’s domestic agencies 58 per cent and its 
Foreign Service 20 per cent. The Voice of 
America broadcasts have been whittled down to 
a fraction of what they should be. 

Russia, physically wrecked by war, assigns its 
propaganda arm all the funds it asks for. With 
the Tabers in charge on this side, it is a piti- 
fully uneven battle. 

With men like Taber in charge, the State 
Department can take no effective step with any 
assurance that it will have the support of Con- 
gress. For many weeks the State Department 
has been working on a plan for the economic 
revival of Europe. Yet on the page preceding 


. this today, Joseph and Stewart Alsop report a 


“best-informed Senator” as saying: 


If Bevin and Bidault and the Europeans 
came up with a first-rate plan tomorrow, 
and oo asked the necessary appropria- 
tions the day after, he would be turned 
down flat by an overwhelming majority 
in both houses. 

In the economic field, Taber’s counterpart is 
Representative Harold Knutson of Minnesota. As 
chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 
Knutson can smother measures to expand inter- 
national trade and bless those that would stifle 
it. He gave the right-of-way to-the bill to boost 
further the high tariff on wool, which nearly 
wrecked the Geneva trade conference. 


This is not to say that either of these men is 
venal. Both apparently try to live up to their 
lights. But their light is not enough for the day 
in which we live. 

Taber hails from an agricultural district in 
central New York and he voted against every 
measure taken by the Roosevelt administration 
to adapt the country to the change from a simple 
agricultural economy to a complex industrial 
society. He voted against relief appropriations, 
the wage-hour bill, all housing bills, the Securi- 
ties Exchange Act, the AAA, rural electrification, 
the reciprocal trade treaties and the soil con- 
servation program. He voted to exempt both 
the insurance companies and the railroads from 
the Antitrust Act. 

He is such a standpatter that he considers 
Senator Taft something of a left-winger. Mr. 
Knutson is of the same mold. 

For political purposes the G.O.P. is trying to 
present itself as an alert middle-of-the-road 
party. Some Republicans in Congress fit into 
this pattern, but the Tabers and the Knutsons 
are more numerous and more powerful. They 
typify the mood and the mind of the party and 
belie pretensions of rejuvenation. 

Unless they can be shorn of some of their 
authority and disciplined to face the problems 
of the hour, the Republican party will suffer in 
the estimation of the independent voters who 
decide elections. 
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O’Mahoney’s Mine Safety Appeal 

It is doubly good to have an expression of hope 
from Senator O’Mahoney for passage of mine 
safety legislation before Congress adjourns. In 
the first place, the Wyoming Senator is one of 
Second, he 
was a member of the subcommittee which came 
out to Centralia and investigated first-hand the 
mine disaster that blotted out 111 lives. 


In other words, Senator O'Mahoney speaks up 
for tightening federal enforcement of mine in- 
spection with both conscience and conviction. 
What a sorry thing it is that John L. Lewis and 
the other top men ih the UMWA seemingly are 
not as interested. 

This would appear to be precisely the kind of 
issue on which rank and file miners, acting 
through their locals, might well advise the offi- 
clals whom they hire to look out for their lives 
no less than for their wages. 
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The Army is turning over 2,000,000 false 
teeth to the War Assets Administration for 
disposal. If mow Congress will give the Army 
some real teeth in the form of universal mili- 
tary training, the change “ be complete. 
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False Assumption 

For normally modest human beings it is not 
especially difficult to say, “I was wrong, and I 
want to correct the error.” With the Board of 
Education it is different. The board seems to 
assume that it has a reputation for infallibility, 
which would be rudely shattered by such a 
thing as admission of error. 

So, instead of reversing itself outright and 
authorizing the City Health Department to in- 
spect public school lunchrooms, the board “re- 


quested” its supply commissioner “to bring in a 
recommendation” next fall to open the lunch- 
rooms to the health inspectors. 

If everything goes as it is apparently meant 
to go, there is no particular objection to this 
absurd and amusing piece of indirection. But it 
really wasn’t necessary, because nobody thinks 
the School Board is infallible anyway. 
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The Community Property Favoritism 

The second tax-cut bill may fail because it 
does not end the favoritism to “community prop- 
erty” states. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee promised to make the correction in a bil? 
to be written next year. But in the Senate, Sen- 
ator McClellan and others insist on immediate 
action. 

In community property states, the incomes of 
a husband and a wife are regarded as jointly and 
equally owned: A family in which the husband 
has $5000 and the wife has nothing pays $38 
less tax than a similar couple in a non-commu- 
nity-property state. It pays taxes on two $2500 


incomes, qualifying for lower rates than are’ 


levied on a single $5000 income. The privilege 
increases in value with the size of the incomes. 

Such discrimination among federal taxpayers 
is unjust, and repeated efforts have been made 
in Congress to abolish it. But the community 
property states hold a balance of power. Atten- 
tion has therefore turned to ending the inequal- 
ity by making the tax-saving privilege available 
everywhere. 

In the continued absence of.relief from Con- 
gress, additional states lose patience and pass 
their own community property laws. Only nine 
had them a few months ago; now there are 13. 
Pennsylvania has just joined because, as Gov. 
Duff put it, the resulting $100,000,000 annual 
saving to married Pennsylvanians “cannot pos- 
sibly be overlooked.” 

No one knows whether Congress will keep the 
Ways and Means Committee’s promise, or when. 
Meanwhile, each new state in the community 
property list heightens the discrimination against 
residents of hold-out states. Our Legislature 
should thus make this matter a first order of 
business after the recess. 
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Enemies Both 
After several months’ delay the House has 
decided to publish “Fascism in Action,” pre- 
pared by the Legislative Reference Service of the 
Library of Congress as a companion volume to 
its “Communism in Action,” for which the House 
long since eagerly provided funds, 


The vote, to be sure, was much closer than it 
should have been—115 to 124—but it serves to 
place the House on record as opposing the tyran- 
ny of Fascism as well as the tyranny of Com- 
munism. They are both equally repugnant to 
the American middle way, and their evils and 
manner of approach need equally to be exposed. 
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Unrealistic and Unnecessary 
The new Council Against Conscription has 
proved itself, with one statement, to be a group 
of eminent gentlemen thinking wishful thoughts. 
Robert Hutchins, Josephus Daniels, Rabbi Isser- 
man and the others have assembjed a long list 
of arguments which have been answered, to ex- 


tend a debate which is exhausted, to oppose 


universal military training which repeated polis 
show the people want. 

Their basic assumption seems to be that the 
United States can avoid universal training and 
win peace if it gets everybody to disarm and 
work through the United Nations. “There 
should be,” the Council says, “a program for 
universal disarmament.” “The United Nations 

. should be strengthened.” 

And what has the United States been trying 
to accomplish for so long? Did we offer the 
world a generous plan for atomic disarmament 
or’ did we not? What became of it? Was it 
America or someone else who has vetoed and 
obstructed the U.N.’s efforts toward permanent 
peace? Where has this new Council been all 
that time? 

Disarmament is snarled up and not even a 
professional swami would prophesy that ever- 
lasting peace is here just because the U.N. is. 
Congress knows these facts, if the Council 
Against Conscription does not. A _ universal 
training law should be passed without further 
crystal-gazing. 
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Lifting the Mortgage 

One man who has learned from experience is 
the American farmer, In the dizzy prosperity 
after World War I, ‘farmers mortgaged their 
property for nearly 11 billion dollars. When 
prices collapsed, many lost their farms. 

Now farm prices have jumped even higher 
than they were after the First World War, but 
the farmer is keeping his head. He knows that 
$3 wheat, $2 corn and 30-cent cotton won't last. 
So, instead of adding to his mortgage, he is pay- 
ing it off. By the end of 1946 the total of farm 
mortgages was down to five billion dollars, and 
the next report ought to show a further re- 
duction. 

Come another depression, the farmer can 
leave his pitchfork in the hayloft and be as 
bland toward the process server as anyone else. 
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Job for Doc Wallace 


It may be that a new and highly beneficial 
use can be made of Henry Wallace. This idea 
is prompted by an interesting little incident at 
Lake Success, where Henry and Andrei were 
having a friendly little chat in the U.N. dele- 
gates’ lounge. Henry asked Andrei about Mrs. 
Gromyko and said he had some new vitamin 
pills he’d like to have her try out. Wallace, evi- 
dently, is quite a vitamin fancier, for Gromyko 
said the last pills Wallace gave Mrs. G. were 
very beneficial. 

Now, this may be what the highbrows call 
sheer empiricism, but what is good for Mrs. 
Gromyko might very well be good for 200,000,000 
other Russians. As everyone knows, the Russians 
are touchy, sensitive, irritable and suspicious, 
and all these are symptoms of vitamin defi- 
ciency. Therefore, President Truman might 
appoint Wallace to the job of Nitamin-Dispenser 
to all the Russians. 

If Wallace’s pills are as good as he and Gro- 
myko say they are, no telling what may come 
of this. °

T.R.'s “big stick” in foreign affairs was a powerful Navy, military 
writer fiotes; says today we speak loudly to the world but our 
fighting strength lags; Congress is moving slowly; urges speedy pas- 
sage of universal training law to support vigorous foreign policy.

Speak softly, Theodore Roosevelt used 
to say, and carry a big stick. 


That* was T. R.’s formula for a success- 
ful foreign policy; and in his time our for 
eign policy was of a high order. 


He carried his big stick—the strongest 
Navy in the world save that of Great 
Britain. 


If we made our voice heard and respect- 
ed in the councils of the world almost for 
the first time, it was due in large part to 
the fact that under T.R.’s wise guidamce 
we had real fighting power, real sea power, 
almost for the first time. 


Now we speak loudly—and carry a lit- 
tle stick. 

It is true enough that we are the most 
powerful nation in the world—in potential 
strength. 

But in actual fighting strength we are 
not doing very well, 

We are gradually forging a strong, vig- 
orous foreign policy under the direction of 
Secretary Marshall. 

Bitter experience warns us :that such 
a policy be supported by a carefully thought 
out, fully adequate military policy. 


Still the Rule of Force 


Otherwise we might just as well not 
have a strong foreign policy at all. We 
might as well keep our big mouth shut 
altogether. 

We live in a world which is not 
tfuled by universally accepted law. We live 
in a world in which, unhappily; the rule 
of force still prevails. Thg objective of 
our policy is to establish a rule of law. 
But to make our voice heard and respect- 


yet 


ed to that end, we still need our big stick. 


What are we doing about it? 


Our military power is the creature of 


legislation. It is dependent for its very ex- 
istence on the action of Congress, 


So far, this Congress has moved slowly. 


It has passed the budgets for the Army 
and Navy, with some cuts which have been 
partially restored. 


The two basic items of military legisla- 
tion, however, the twin cornerstones of a 
well-planned military policy, are the unifi- 
cation and universal training bills. 

It is heartening to be able to report that 
the unification bill will probably pass at 
this’ session. 


Not in a Hopeful State 


This is especially good news because the 
bill re-establishes our permanent, funda- 
mental military organization. Our whole 
present military structure rests now on 
the wartime orders of the President, which 
will expire with other emergency powers. 
Lacking this bill, we would be right back 
to 1939 and the archaic organization which 
then existed. 

The universal training bill, however, 1s 
in far less hopeful state. While the very 
fact that UMT has any chance at all at 
this session marks encouraging progress, 
informed congressional opinion still thinks 
that the chance of passage before adjourn- 
ment is not too bright unless Congress re- 
mains in session during August. 

August weather in Washington being 
what it is, and the political weather being 
what it is too, the tendency now is to say 
that Congress will not stay beyond July 26. 


Yet universal training is the very well- 
spring of our military manpower and the 


mainstay of our internal security, and these\ 


are essential elements in supporting a vig- 
orous foreign policy. 

We cannot afford to speak loudly and 
atrongly in the councils of the world and 
carry nothing bigger than a swagger stick. 


Plight of Europe’s Children 


From the Providence (R.I.) Bulletin 


There , was a heart-breaking dispatch 
from Czechoslovakia the other day. Ina 
cathedral in Prague the world’s first me- 
morial to an unknown child of war was 
unveiled. Beneath the plaque in the altar 
was a tiny casket containing the finger 
bone of a child who died in a Nazi death 
march. No one knows whether it was a 
boy or girl. No one knows its name. 

The First World War brought a memo- 
rial to the unknown soldier. 

In the late war children did not have 
food when they most needed it. They lived 
in fear, hatred, disease and despair, in- 
stead of in security and love. The boys 


. of 14 who live near Athens are three inches 


shorter now than boys the same age were 
four years ago. Last year in some parts 


of Poland and Yugoslavia, one baby in 
three died in the first year. In a Budapest 
hospital in recent months, 25 per cent of 
the children admitted were starving. 

If there were enough money, many of 
these children could be reclaimed. The In- 
ternational Children’s Emergency Fund, es- 
tablished six months ago by the United 
Nations General Assembly, is dependent 
upon voluntary contributions from govern- 
ments and individuals. 

A total of $250,000,000 is needed for the 
first year to supplement the money re- 
ceived from the countries where the fund 
will work. The International Children’s 
Emergency Fund cannot risk falling be- 
low its goal. There must be no unknown 
children of the peace. 


Between Book Ends 


The Garden of Hichens 


TOO MUCH LOVE OF LIVING, by Robert Sm 
Hichens. (Mecrae-Smith Company, Philadelphia. 
The author of the once immensely popu- 

lar “The Garden of Allah” has, in his latest 

novel, expanded upon the theme of Swin- 
burne’s famous. lines: 
From too much love of living, 
From hope and fear set free, 
We thank with brief thanksgiving 
Whatever gods may be, 


That no life lives forever; 

That dead men rise up never; 

That even the weariest river 
Winds somewhere safe to sea. 


Lionel Illington was born too late; he 
came to manhood during the turbulent 
period following the First World War. A 
talented poet, sensitive and idealistic, he 
would have graced an earlier age. The book 
tells the story of his spiritual destruction. 


He struggles desperately to reconcile the 
forces which eventually overcome him—his 
desire to create poetry and his desire to 
marry the woman he loves. It is in the 
delineation of the character of this woman 
that Mr. Hichens develops his theme. She 
is almost incredibly vital and intense in 
her attempt to extract from life the fullest 
possible measure of knowledge, experienge 
and emotion. vA 

She knows no compromise, no géiden 
mean, only the extremes. She inspires 
Illington to his greatest work, and finally 
drains all creative power from him, vam- 
pire-fashion. 

The lesser characters, whose lives are in- 
terlaced for a heightened effect, play a 
large part in making the book first-rate 
entertainment. Extremely tense, intricate 
and swift-moving, this novel would tend to 
give the reader an after-sensation of men- 
tal hangover, but Mr. Hichens skillfully 
brings it to an unexpected and yet satis- 
fying climax before we get a headache.

The second distinction is in the running 
commentary by the first of the two editors, 
who is on the Columbia University history 
staff. Amounting to a fast history of the 
United States, this commentary divides 
our past into the periods of three Ameri- 
can revolutions. The first was, of course, 
the revolution which separated us from 
Britain and sought to establish “equality of 
opportunity for all men in the economic 
sphere.” The second American revolution 
came in the train of the Civil War—the 
emancipation of enterprise in the recon- 
struction period. The third, the New Deal, 
led by Franklin Roosevelt, was the first 
revolution of the little people in America. 

The documentary materia! is so arranged 
as to support persuasively Mr. Hacker's 
view of the national development. This 
work is an event in both historical scholar- 
ship and publishing, and those who are 
responsible for it deserve warm c¢om- 
mendation.

CASKETS FOR SOLDIER 
DEAD SENT ABROAD 


First Bodies to Be Brought to 
U.S. in October—Reburial 
Overseas if Desired. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. . 


WASHINGTON, July 10—The 
Government’s $200,000,000 pro- 
gram for burial at home or 
abroad of service men who died 
overseas is being put into op- 
eration. A number of caskets 
have. been shipped and the first 
bodies to be returned to the Unit- 
ed States are due in San Fran- 
cisco Oct. 10. 

The bodies will be brought 
back and buried in national cem- 
eteries here or placed in caskets 
and buried in American ceme- 
teries abroad at .no cost to the 
relatives. If burial is to be in a 
private cemetery here the Gov- 
ernment will pay $50 toward fu- 
neral expenses. 

The Quartermaster 
department of the Army figures 
that the average cost for han- 
dling each body will be about $600. 
Contracts totaling $35,000,000 have 
been let to five concerns for the 
manufacture of 250,000 caskets; 


fare fund. 

When the Government surren- 
dered the mines, there was $22,- 
000,900 in the fund. Under the new 
contract, an estimated $60,000,000 
a year will be provided to cover 
health and.welfare provisions, 

By the terms of the Taft-Hartley 
law, this fund will be adminis- 
tered by a board to be made up of 
one union representative, one 
management representative, and a 
neutral person to be agreed upon 
by the other two.

When did this Soviet policy be- 
come apparent? 

I spent part of the July Fourth 
weekend goirfg over my own 
columns of recent years in order 
to check my own reactions at the 
time. 

I found that—roughly—my line 
was double. 

A dislike of Russian actions 
grew slowly against a background 
of earnest hope that the war- 
found friendship between’ the 
United States and the U.S.5.R. 
could be maintained. 

The first reaction was in June, 
1943. It had to do with Stalin’s 
treatment of the London Poles. 
(It was obvious that no great 
power alliance could last indefi- 
nitely unless integrated in an in- 
ternational organization.) 


Teheran Disappointments. 

About the same time I opposed 
a formal American tie-up with 
Britain lest it increase Soviet 
suspicion of the West. 

By July 1943 I was asking 
whether—in view of his five-fold 
refusal to meet Roosevelt—Stalin 
really wanted a common policy 
with us after the war. In Au- 
gust, profound differences  be- 
tween Moscow and the West con- 
cerning Germany had appeared. 

My uneasiness grew right up to 
the Moscow and Teheran confer- 
ences. I found the Teheran dec- 
laration a “bitter disappoint- 
ment.” 

“Joe Stalin apparently insists 
on Russia's right to absorb reluc- 
tant peoples for strategic rea- 
sons.” (Nov, 30, 1943.) 

“A Russian cordon’ sanitaire 
against Europe would be as ob- 
jectionable as a European cordon 
sanitaire against Russia.” (Dec. 
28, 1943.) 

By February, 1945, I was sure 
that “Stalin is pitting against 
the capitalist league nations his 
own system of allegedly semi- 
independent Socialist states.”

22, 1945.) 


Division Inevitable. 


A visit to Germany in February- 
March, 1946, finally convinced me 
that a divided Germany was vir- 
tually inevitable. 

Whil@ in Germany, T first ad- 
mitted openly something I had 
long suspected, namely, that far 
from being an obstacle to a.settle- 
ment with Russia, a Western Euro- 
pean bloc under Anglo-American) 
auspices might be the only path 
to such a settlement, Apparently, 
the United States and Britain 
would not be able to get along 
with Russia until they had dem- 
onstrated their ability to get along 
without Russia. 

It seems to me that my own de- 
velopment was probably that of 
many Americans. : 

Therefore I do not think we 
should interpret Russia’s angry 
reaction to the Marshall plan as a 
step toward war. 

If successful, the Marshall plan 
will be a step away from war. 
Not only will it stabilize a key 
area, it may well convince Stalin 
that at long last he had better 
join what he cannot successfully 
oppose.

“The Cardinals really could put 
themselves in or out of the race 
over this stretch,” commented 
Rogers Hornsby at the All-Star 
game. 

More Hurdles This Year. 


Four ,and one half games be- 
hind Brooklyn, the Redbirds ac- 
tually are a half length closer 
the top than they were a year ago 
following the All-Star layoff.

A warning that the Taft-Hartley | 
labor law will not last unless man- 
agement points the way toward 
harmonious relationships with em- 
ployes under the measure was 
sounded yesterday during an in- 
formative panel discussion of the 
act, 

The discussion, at a luncheon 
sponsored by Associated Indus- 
tries at Hotel Statler, was attend- 
ed by about 700 émployers and 
industrial relations managers in 
quest of advice on how to proceed 
4@\ under the new law. 

The. speakers, George B. Logan, 
an attorney; T. J. Krauss, execu- 
tive vice president of Associated 
Industries, and C, 8S. Cullenbine, 
industrial relations manager for 
Gaylord Container Corp., reviewed 
and defended the new act, but 
pointed out it was certain to cre- 

ate confusion and uncertainties. 

(| Cullenbine said this confusion 
would lead to uncertain day-to-day 
labor-management dealings which 
will not improve or stabilize rela- 
tions. He warned that the next 
few months will determine 


whether the law is successful, and 
whether it remains in effect.

CORN CROP 300 MILLION BUS. 
BELOW GOAL; WHEAT RECORD 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department today 
forecast a 1947 corn crop of 2,- 
612,809,000 bushels as heavy rains 
and floods cut the crop nearly 
300,000,000 bushels below the gov- 


fernment’s goal. 


The forecasted crop would be 
about equal to the 1936-45 10 year 
average. It would necessitate 
some reduction in livestock feed- 
ing and reduced supplies of meat 
next year, and offer little hope of 
lower meat prices if consumer de- 
mand remains high. 

The year’s prospective produc- 
tion is about 675,000,000 bushels be- 
low last year’s record crop. 

The wheat corp, on the other 
hand, improved about 25,000,000 
bushels during June to boost the 
indicated crop to  1,435,000,000 
bushels — by far the largest on 
record, 

The corn estimate compares 
with last year’s record of 3,287,- 
927,000 bushels and with a 10-year 
(1936-45) average of 2,639,102,000. 

The wheat estimate is the larg- 
est of record, comparing with 1,- 
155,715,000 harvested last = year, 
which was the previous top crop, 
and with the 10-year average of 
890,306,000. This year’s crop was 
forecast at 1,409,893,000 a month 
ago.

Not True Picture 
Of Radio Business

screen credit in Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s 
supercharged production of that name, is 
“based on the novel by Frederic Wakeman.”

CLARK GABLE thought that any 
screen hero could make passes at the wife of an 
overseas soldier. 


In the book, Victor Norman was just out of 
the Office of War Information; the war was still 
in process and Kay Dorrance, his light of love, 
was quite firmly married to a lieutenant colonel 
overseas. All that has been changed. In the pic- 
ture, Gable has just been discharged from the 
Army (and you get the impression that the Jap- 
anese had surrendered and the job was done be- 
fore he consented to get out) and Mrs. Dorrance 
is the widow, not the wife, of an Army general, 
a rank more fitting to the majesty of MGM than 
a mere lieutenant colonel. 
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THIS PRUDISH REARRANGEMENT adds a 
high moral tone to the story, but removes what 
little plausibility it had. In addition the writer, 
Luther Davis, performed another questionable 
operation which requires detailed explanation. 
Wakeman’'s book was unique in one respect: the 
first 100 pages were widely read and even warmly 
admired, the last half of the book was read with 
diminishing enthusiasm and sometimes not at 
all. (Unfortunately, you had to buy the whole 
book.) The reason for this was that many read- 
ers simply couldn't stomach the saintly but pas- 
sionate heroine and her two deplorable children. 
Well, in the movie, Mrs. Dorrance is catapulted 
to the screen within the first five minutes and 
clings there tenaciously for the next hour, pos- 
sibly because MGM felt it deserved to get its 
money's worth out of Deborah Kerr, the expen- 
sive English importation, who plays the part. 
This means the love story, easily the weakest 
part of the book, had to be enlarged to a point 
which may well cause many movie fans to swear 
off love entirely.

AS WAS THE CASE in the book, the details 
about the advertising business are absorbing and 
totally misleading. The scenes between Norman 
and the old soap tyrant, Evan Llewellyn Evans, 
superbly played by Sydney Greenstreet, are 
almost worth the price of admission. Just the 
same, the advertising industry is not going to like 
the picture version of “The Hucksters,” and with 
good reason. In the first place, George Wash- 
ington Hill, on whom the Evans character is 
based, was not at all typical of radio sponsors, 
but no one has ever pointed that out either in 
the book or the movie. In the second place, the 
indictment of radio is even stronger in the pic- 
ture than in the book. Twice, Gable—looking so 
incorruptible that you wonder how he ever got 
into such a business—delivers scorching tirades 
against radio, at least one of which simply isn’t 
true. 

“Unfortunately,” says Gable, “what the public 
wants has nothing to do with radio. It’s what the 
sponsor wants that counts.” That is a lot of 
malarkey. Sponsors may not give the public what 
it wants, but they do their best to give it what 
they think it wants. Personal tastes are a luxury 
even George Washington Hill couldn’t afford 
very long if they didn’t coincide with those of 
several million listeners. 
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FOR FURTHER DETAILS about “The Huck- 
sters” I'll have to refer you to the motion picture 
department of this newspaper down the hall to 
the right, the wainscotted room with the deep 
carpet and the champagne coolers at every desk. 
The picture industry, thank heaven, is out of my 
territory. Just one thought before I turn this 
over to the proper authorities: If Deborah Kerr 
survives her American debut in “The Hucksters” 
she’s a wonderful girl indeed. It is easily the 
worst role in my memory, and the poor girl 
struggled valiantly but hopelessly to inject some 
humanity into it. 


Dull as the ‘picture was, I’m afraid the lure of 
Clark Gable will persuade a lot of people so see. 
it. I hope some of them will~remember that 
Evans and his crew are an isolated case in radio 
and that, while there is a lot wrong with radio, 
the situations outlined in “The Hucksters” are 


among its minor problems.

Throw Away Your Old Hamburger Recipes Other Wonven's anu 


Cooking Expert Gives Several That Will

F you've ever watched a female 
| stove jockey in one of those 

tiled hamburger joints, you've had 
one easy lesson in how to ruin a 
hamburger. The boss gave her a 
heavy, long-handled turner and 
so she spends her days, or nights, 
hammering his product into dry, 
thin, juiceless pieces of meat. Un- 
fortuniately most. women follow 
her system. With the strength of 
a blacksmith hidden in their seem- 
ingy delicate arms, they seem. to 
think that if they lean all their 
weight on the inoffensive burger 
it will, in some mysterious man- 
ner, become more edible, Actually, 
all they accomplish is to press out 
all the juice and burn it up on the 
griddle. 


A hamburger is a mighty fine 
dish, if properly put together, de- 
spite all the jokes about it. Throw 
out all the ordinary rules before 
you start. In the first place get 
yourself a couple of pounds of 
lean" steak ground up with a lit- 
tle beef fat. Distribute this around 
on a bread board and moisten 
well with a little cream and milk. 
Now season with salt and pepper. 
Let this stand for an hour or so 
and then form into cakes about 
an inch and a half. Do NOT ham- 
mer and beat the cakes with the 
hands, Broil them until done. Do 
NOT stick them with a fork. 
That’s a fine hamburger and a 
very simple. operation—but try to 
= one unless you make it your- 
self, 


My favorite hamburger recipe is 
a little more complicated but the 
results are worth the time and 
material. Take equal amounts of 
good veal and round steak and run 
through the grinder with small 
pieces of suet. Put in a bowl. 
Moisten with a little cream and 


add four chopped up canned to- 


matoes, well drained, a pinch of 
ground mace, a pinch of ground 
ginger, salt and pepper. Mix this 
all together with a big spoon and 
let stand for a while. Now make 
this into cakes, as directed above, 
roll lightly in flour and place in a 
large iron pan and put under the 
broiler, Do not fail to use the pan 
for this recipe, as the gravy is the 
best part of the whole deal.

raw or fried, on the side. If you 
disagree you can add onions to 
either of these recipes. But be 
sure to brown the chopped onions 


in butter before mixing them in 


with the meat. 

As a matter of fact, the con- 
sumption of ground meat, except 
for astronomical amounts of ham- 
burger, is pretty low in this coun- 
try. We have to turn to Norway, 
the Balkans and the Latin coun- 
tries to find the recipes but many 


of them are worth the excursion. . 


As a filling for either baked to- 
matoes or baked peppers brown a 
large chopped onion and a clove of 
garlic in olive oil, add a half a 
pound of ground beef, salt, pepper, 


a little cinnamon, a little marjoram 
and simmer in a low flame for a 
few minutes. Remove from the 
fire, add a cup of cooked rice and 


one beaten egg. Stuff the toma- 
toes or peppers with this mixture, 

ace in a pan and put in the oven 
for 30 minutes. Serves eight. 

Meat balls are a favorite dish 
in many countries and mighty 
good they are, particularly when 
served with a_ spicy tomato 
sauce. The following is one of the 
best recipes I have ever en- 
countered for a rather elaborate 
dish of this kind: 

Rub two pounds of round steak 
with lemon or lime juice and run 
through the grinder. Now add

two strips of chopped bacon, a 
tablespoon of lemon juice and 
two tabléspoons of vinegar to the 
mixture. Pound up a small piece 
of hot red pepper and two cloves 
of garlic and add them along with 
a little fresh thyme, two table- 
spoons of chives, salt and pepper. 
Soak a dozen slices of white 
bread in milk, squeeze out dry 
and put with the mixture. Now 
run the whole works through the 
grinder again. Mix into balls and 
dust lightly with flour. 

Having got this far, now/is the 
time to get busy on the sauce. 
Take 10 medium, peeled and 
chopped tomatoes, and put them 
in a pan with butter, a bay leaf, 
a half a .dozen peppercorns, an 
onion’ chopped fine, four thin 
slices of lemon rind, two table- 
spoons of vinegar, two table 
spoons of sugar, salt and pepper. 
When all is tender, mix three 
tablespoons of flour in a qup of 
water and add, stirring until it 
thickens, Now fry the meat balls 
in deep fat, drain on absorbent 
paper, put on a hot platter and 
pour on the sauce. ‘Serves eight 
and they. will be unanimous in 
their ‘verdict. 

When Vienna was really some- 
thin and the Austrians were 
among the leading trenchermen of 
the world one of their most fa- 
mous dishes .was meat balls 
cooked in sauce, It was made 
like this: Grind three-fourths of 
a pound of beef and a like amount 
of veal. Fry a couple of medium 
chopped onions until tender and 
add the meat. Drain 10 anchovies, 
dry, chop and add to the mix- 
ture. Now throw in a cup of 
bread crumbs, two well beaten 
eggs, salt and pepper. Form into 
large meat balls. Put three cups 
of water in a large pot, with a 
bayleaf, a clove, three pepper- 
corns, and a sliced onion. Bring 
to boil and simmer for half an 
hour. Turn down flame, put the 
meat balls in the pot, bring to 
boil again and simmer for 20 
minutes. Remove meat carefully, 
strain liquid, add two tablespoons 
of butter combined with two ta- 
blespoons of flour to a little of 
the liquid, pour in the remainder 
slowly. Cook’ until thick. Add 
juice of a lemon, two tablespoons 
of capers and a little anchovy 
paste. Pour over the meat and 
you have a meal for six.

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Interested in Music From the Age of Six 


Francis Madeira Kept Up With Lessons and Now, at 30, Is Rising

RANCIS MADEIRA took up 

music at the age of six, but he 

didn’t do much with it for the 
first couple of years. He was 
learning to play the piano at his 
mother’s knee, so to speak, She 
wasn't a particularly good pianist, 
he recalls, but good enough to 
teach him the fundamentals. 

It wasn’t until he was eight 
years old that he was subjected to 
the heady wine of footlights and 
applause. He ucquired a taste for 
it that is still with him at the 
age of 30. He says that it wasn’t 
until he was 12 that he came to 
the decision that music was the 
career for him, but there is little 
doubt that a talented conductor 
was born the night he played the 
cuckoo. 

He was “ene of seven brats” 
chosen to play Haydn’s “Toy 
Symphony” with the Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra, and he 
played the cuckoo. The concert 
was conducted by Stokowski, no 
less, and there is also little doubt 
that his secret but seemingly un- 
attainable ambition to be a con- 
ductor sprouted that night. But 
to get back to the concert. 

The cuckoo is a small wooden 
instrument, cylindrical in shape, 
which plays exactly two notes. No 
more and no less. Cuck and Coo. 
At the proper intervals Francis 
cucked and cooed. His brother, 
played the triangle in the same 
performance. At the proper inter- 
vals his brother struck the tri- 
angle. One note. Madeira doesn’t 
recall which of them had the 
fatter part. In fact, he doesn’t 
recall that the question ever arose. 
But then no one knew then that 
Francis would grow up to be a 
conductor himself, and this foot- 
note to musical history was lost. 

Madeira will conduct the Little 
Symphony in the second of two 
concerts tomorrow night. 


Regarding his prowess as a con- 
ductor, we can only quote a Post- 
Dispatch music critic who wrote 
that he has a “neat, precise beat 
which generally evokes a precise 
inflection from the orchestra” and 
that he “has a keen sense of de- 
tail coupled with healthy ideas 
about the music he plays.” 

As for Madeira the man, he is 
six feet tall and weighs about 
145 pounds. However, his broad 
shoulders and big frame make 
him look considerably heavier.

He dresses in a manner which 
is as neat and precise as his 


downbeat, but a little gayer. When 
we visited with him at the Chase 
Hotel he was wearing a tie of a 
determined shade of yellow. When 
he conducts, in the summer that 
it, he wears a white double- 
breasted jacket with shawl collar 
and matching bow tie and ker- 
chief of maroon silk. And, of 
course, trousers, shoes, socks, etc. 
He has a quiet charm and a 
keen sense of humor and a habit 
of referring to things as phenom- 
enal. Sometimes things are “in- 
credibly phenomenal.” 


While he changed his shirt— 
he had obligingly put on his con- 
ducting costume for the photog- 
rapher—he recalled some of the 
milestones in his career. There 
was, for instance, the time he 
won a graduate fellowship at 
Juilliard, where he had been study- 
ing piano—he was 20 then—and 
then three years later, after 
graduating from the piano depart- 


ment, he won a fellowship in con- 
ducting. In the spring of 1940 
he made his debut recital in Phil- 


‘adelphia, his home town, where 


he had flown in the face of fam- 
ily tradition’ by taking up music. 
His was and is of a family of 
lawyers, and except for his 
mother’s piano-playing, music was 
appreciated but not necessarily 
indulged in.

N the summer of 1942 he was

Symphony and the same year 
he was finalist in a musical con- 
test sponsored by the same orches- 
tra. 

In 1943 he graduated from Juil- 
liard again, this time as a con- 
ductor. Madeira had started: his 
musical education with a burning 
ambition to be a concert pianist. 
Why he wound up a conductor is 
something he won’t tell. “I de- 


cided when I was 12,” he says, 


“that music was the one thing I 
wanted most. And I wanted to be 
a concert pianist. Ten years later

cee THE LITTLE SYMPHONY, 


I decided I would do better as a 
conductor. Incidentally, while be- 
ing a concert pianist seemed 
something within the realm of 
possibility, conducting seemed in 
my early days to be the unattain- 
able ideal. I can only say that it 
became increasingly apparent that 
my chief talent was as a conduc- 
tor.” 

It may have started when 
Madame Olga Samaroff, nee 
Hickenlooper, who left St. Louis 
to become a concert pianist and 
is now a teacher at Juilliard, 
watched him conduct one day. 
“You,” she said with finality, “are 
a conductor, not a pianist.” 

In the fall of 1945 he was ap- 
pointed instructor of music at 
Brown University in Providence, 
R.L., which, in view of the fact 
that he never went to college, he 
considers something of a pheno- 
menon. In fact, he is the only 
member of his family for several 
generations past who never went 
to college. And the first one to 
become associated with one in a

teaching capacity. 

While teaching was fine, Ma- 
deira also wanted to do some con- 
ducting. Most young. conductors 
sit around waiting for an orches- 
tra to conduct like a young Bap- 
tist preacher waiting to be 
“called” by a congregation. But 
not Madeira. When he discovered 
there wasn't a symphony orches- 
tra in the state of Rhode Island, 
a situation which he described as 
an “incredible phenomenon,” he 
set out to kill two birds with one 
stone—give the people an orches- 
oe and himself something to con- 

uct, 


_ * * 


T took him a year to doit. He 

recruited musicians from all 

over the state (of course with a 
state the size of Rhode Island that 
isn’t as vast ar? undertaking as it 
might sound and in time he had a 
creditable group assembled. They 
gave their first concert in Provi- 
dence Nov. 14, 1945, and it was so 
enthusiastically received’ that sub- 
scriptions were doubled for the 
second season and the orchestra 
is now an established and highly 
appreciated institution. 


One of their soloists the first 
season was a comely young s0- 
prano named Jean Browning, in 
whom Madeira had an interest 
which was as romantic as it was 
professional. They had met at 
Juilliard back in 1941 where they 
became good friends. They saw 
one another from time to time, 
and with increasing frequency. 
Like Topsy, Madeira says, “our 
love just growed.” So they were 
married, “Exactly three weeks 
ago today,” said Madeira with a 
shy smile. That was Tuesday. 

Madeira is a man with no hob- 
bies but a great fondness for out- 
door sports, tncluding swimming, 
mountain climbing and golf, which 
he shoots in the mid-nineties. “Just 
an average game,” he says. His 
only trouble is that he doesn’t 
have enough time to indulge in 
sports, except during the one 
month he spends each summer 
in Maine. Then he knocks him- 
self out trying to make up for the 
rest of the year. 

A year ago the unlversity boost- 
ed him to the position of assistant 
professor in music. “In time,” he 
Says with a wry smile, “I'll prob- 
ably be a full professor, and I get 
a picture of myself with a mortar 
board and a tassel on my head and 
maybe a beard. Incredible phe- 
nomenon.”

Little Talk 
About Peace

ORMER Secretary of State 
F James F. Byrnes recently said, 
“There is too much talk-about 
war and too little talk about 
peace.” Referring to the misun- 
derstandingg between the United 
States and Russia, he expressed 
the view that tne people of both 
countries desire peace and that 
only a “blundering leadership” 
would bring about another con- 
flict. Years ago a friend of mine 
wrote a little book titled “Think 
Peace.” It was his corviction that 
if we would think peace hard 
enough and _ universally there 
would never be another war. 
Shortly after the book appeared, 
World War i began. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Byrnes and the author of that 
volume have something! 
However, I am sure that neither 
of these men implies that we 
should not face facts, face them 
sq'iarely, deal with them intelli- 
gently—and in time, Paraphras- 
ing the old spiritual, “Some folks 
talk about peace when there ain’t 
none,” ex-Minister Szdey-Maszak 
doesn’t have much to say about 
peace in Hungary, but he does call 
attention to the fact that before 
the minority Communist party 
took over by violence, Hungary 
following the war was the only 
country within the Russian orbit 
ruled by a government elected in 
a free and unfettered election. 
This young Hungarian’s indict- 
ment is supported by Hungary’s 
ranking Communist, the new Pre- 
mier Matyas Kakosi, who boast- 
ed: “Before the United States 
could rub its eyes, everything was 
perfectly put over. Such a task 
could only be carried out when 
democracy is united and led by 
the brave and iron-fisted Commu- 
nist party conscious of its. aims.’ 


Nowhere in the world has Com- 
munism ever stated more cynical- 
ly its idea of democracy. Clearly, 
crying “peace! peace!” is no-.long- 
er an antidote for war. Free peo- 
ples had better talk about reali- 
ties, talk about them and consider 
them realistically, or they may 
commit another generation to 
bloody conflict. Mr, Byrnes served 
hig country well as Secretary of 
State. But despite all his efforts 
he left a very real unfinished task 
to his successor. 


Swedish Meat Balls 


One one-fourth pounds ground

ical culture schools. When the 
hour arrived, there was a down- 
pour of rain.

I met with them and discussed 
the work of the United Nations 
Human Rights Commission. I

These young people approach 
life with great seriousness and a 
sense of real obligation. They 
had worked for a week in prep- 
aration for the discussion with 
me on the subject of the commis- 
sion on human rights, They 
produced a draft of an interna- 
tional bill of rights which had 
many of the same concepts that 
are in the great majority of bills 
which have been presented to the 
commission for consideration. 
Naturally, they based their bill 
very largely on our American bill 
of rights and Constitution, but 
it was valuable to have 150 young 
people make so careful a study 
of those documents, 

I am looking forward with in-

terest to the freedom train’s tour 
of the country next fall and win- 
ter. I have always felt it was a 
pity that some of our priceless 
historical treasures, housed in 
Washington and in other cities, 
could not be viewed by people in 
different parts of the country. It 
never occurred to me that they 
might be put on a train for a 
tour.

I think the idea is valuable, for 
in this way we can bring many 
things to a much wider audience 
than they have ever had before. 
By exhibiting documents of his-

COURT GETS SCHEDULE FOR 
HAZLETT CAMPBELL ESTATE 


The schedule for final distri- 
bution of the remaining $278,394 
of the Hazlett Kyle Campbell trust 
estate to 161 legal heirs was filed 
by the trustees today in the court 
of Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius. 

The court allowed 20 days for 
the filing of objections to the 
schedule, limited to those based on 
mathematical errors in computing 
the various shares to legal heirs. 
The final distribution is expected 
to be made in September, clos- 
litigation over the _ estate 
which began in March, 1938. 
Legal heirs, most of whom live 
"in England, Ireland and Scotland, 
are cousins and other relatives of 
remote kinship. In June, ‘1944, 
the heirs at law received $1,620,000 
from the estate, which,was created 
in 1877 by Campbell’s father, the 
late Robert Campbell, fur trader.
